The 
train going west is du2 at 
at Y o'clock, and the early morning 
drive across to catch it is a detightful 
experience. How brisk is this traffic 
already may be judged from the fact 
that there were over twenty passengers 
filling seven conveyances, on this par- 
ticular morning. The drive is alongside 
the railway track the whole distance 
and one is sej]com out of s‘ght of neat 
farm houses and cultivated lands. for 
this upper portion of the Prince Ajbert 
lineé has been fairly well settled for 
some time. 

The prairie flowers are coming in 
now in great profusion, and the plains 
are alive with bright color, the wild 
strawberry bioom, the sweet peas and 
the violets predominating here. The 
gophers seem almost as numerous as 
flowers in some parts, and especially 
does it seem so on this morning’s drive. 
All along the roadside they may be 
seen often sitting up on the “edge of 
the holes they have burrowed until we 
are close upon them. Then as a rule. 
down they dive. Not elways do they 
trouble to slip out of sight. They 
have few enemies but man, and man 
is sO scarce an article in these paris 
that the gopher may be pardoned if 
he has as yet failed to realize him as 
an enemy. The numerous gopher-holes 
would make adriver nervous were they 
found along an Ontario road, but the| 
prairie horse scents them and avoids 
them with astonishing skill. Were it 
not so in fact, driving or riding would 
be next to impossible in s2me parts.

But to return to the Canadian North- 
ern. Warman in its condition of raw 
Propserity and youth, is like a score

In 
deed, it is almost hopeless to keep 
pace with the making of new towns 
Some older towns are, of course, get- 
ting the benefit also of the new road. 
The most notable of these is Battle- 
ford, so long remote from railway fa- 
cilities, seventy-five miles across the 
country from Prince Albert, and cour- 
ageously waiting its turn. That turn 
has come now. The new town of North 
Battleford has been built up on the 
north side of the river, a mile from 
the old town, but with the new bridge 
that is soon to be built, the two 
towns will be made one. The settlers 
are coming in by thousands. In one 
week there were 1690 homestads cn- 
ltries recorded in the Battleford of- 
fice. But I hope to visit Battleford 
shortly and give some of the more 
interesting features of its development.

Vermilion is the new- 
est, the largest, the most aggressive 


of them all. Perhaps even yet it is| 


the least known, although it is now 
advertising itslef loudly. ‘The Bull's
